Take this ata juft Medium, one Year with another, 
it¢omes to Four thoufand twenty three Ton 4% per 
Annumefor the Port of London, one Year with ano- 
ther, the Ourports are not ufually above a fourth or 
fifth part ‘of the proportion to the Port of London, 
but the Outporrs fhall be Stated alfo. 
sIf chen it be-Objestedsthat from the Year 1690, by 
theinrervention of the War, the Prohibition of Trade, 
or the high Duties have Jeflencd the lnportation,;

The old Scheme, the Errors of which have been fuf- 
ficiently Deteéted, as to Over-Rating both in Quantity 
and Value, had yetthe Modefty to put the lmportations 
of Wine at 11000 Tona Year, one Year with another, 
_ the Price 12]. 10s. per Ton, one fort with ano- 
ther. 

The new Scheme now publifhed, has raifed the Im- 
portations to Sixteen thoufand Ton, becaufe he could 
pick out a Year immediately following an Interruption 
of Trade, and places that as a Rate, as if one Year 
with another, it would ever be the fame; yet even this 
new Scheme-Maker could not have Courage to fet 
down the Price at above 17 1. 10 s. per Ton. 

Dr. Davenant, in his Report, &c. exprefly’ fays, 
thar 81. per Ton for Wine, and 91. per Ton for 
Brandy, was as much, as either the Wine or Brandy, 
one fort with another, or one Year with another, ought 
to be Rated at ; and every Man,that knows the Trade, 
will allow the Doétor is pretty near the true Value. 

Befides thefe Evidence, the MERCATOR offers 
to prove to your full Satisfaction, Sir, that from 28 
Crowns to 59 Crowns per Ton, was the Prices, which 
Govern’d the whole Trade in France, one Year with 
another, as wel] for Wine as alfo for Brandy; the Me- 
dium whereof is about the Rate of 39 Crowns. per 
Ton, and that there were more Goods bought under 
the firft than over the laft ; fo that Dr. Davenant’s ‘Ac. 
count. muft be a fair Rate, and as much as can be allowed 
to be the coft of the Wine. 

How the Guardian can fay that 18500 Ton of French 
Wine thall coft 450000 Pound, is the Cafe, rhar wants 
Explication. 

he MERCATOR. hopes the Guardian will not 
infift, that the French Wines, however the Price may 
be higher now, fhall not be as cheap hereafter as ever 
they were before; for fhould that be the Cafe, then 
the powerful Argument of their being fold cheaper 
than the Portugal Wines, and of their Injuring the 
Portugal Trade, will be loft.
